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PUBLIC  WELFARE  FOR  PEOPLE 
IN  MASSACHUSETTS 

Massachusetts  regards  people  as  its  most  important  resource.  Consequently, 
we  provide  our  needy  people  with  one  of  the  most  comprehensive  programs 
of  public  welfare  in  any  State  of  the  United  States. 

The  aged,  disabled  and  families  with  needy  children  are  given  financial 
assistance,  medical  care  and  social  services  with  an  emphasis  on  rehabilita- 
tion. The  latter  point  —  rehabilitation  —  is  the  key  to  welfare  programs.  It 
represents  a  dramatic  change  from  merely  distributing  money  to  an  all  out 
effort  of  restoring  people  to  independent  living  and/or  self-support. 

This  handbook  has  been  written  to  furnish  you  a  summary  of  the  more  im- 
portant facts  about  public  welfare  and  how  it  can  help  you  and  your  family. 
If  you  wish  detailed  information,  you  should  consult  the  Public  Welfare  Office 
in  the  community  where  you  live. 


WHAT  PUBLIC  WELFARE  IS 

Public  welfare  is  a  helping  program,  working  in  partnership  with  you,  and 
sharing  responsibility  with  you  and  the  community.  It  is  a  program  in  which 
the  Federal,  State,  City  and  Town  governments  participate  to  provide 
financial  assistance  and  services  to  people  in  need  of  them.  You  are  needy 
when  you  have  no  income  or  when  your  salary,  income  and/or  other  financial 
resources  (such  as  pensions,  social  security  and  savings)  are  so  limited  that 
there  is  not  enough  money  for  you  to  pay  for  food,  shelter,  medical  care,  etc.

General 
Relief: 


An  assistance  program  administered  by  the  cities 
and  towns  for  needy  persons  who  do  not  qualify  for 
Old  Age  Assistance,  Disability  Assistance,  Aid  to 
Families  with  Dependent  Children  and  Medical 
Assistance.  For  further  information  about  this  pro- 
gram contact  the  Public  Welfare  Office  in  your  city 
or  town. 


FACTORS  RELATED  TO 
PUBLIC  WELFARE  PROGRAMS 


The  money  payment  provided  under  the  public  welfare  programs  allows  for 
your  needs  for  food,  rent,  fuel,  utilities,  clothing,  personal  care,  household 
supplies  and  replacements.  The  amount  for  these  items  is  set  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  is  referred  to  as  the  Standards  of 
Assistance  which  are  the  same  throughout  the  State.  Adjustment  in  the  money 
payment  is  made  periodically  because  of  changes  in  the  cost  of  living. 

Your  money  payment,  in  the  form  of  a  check,  under  Old  Age  Assistance,  Dis- 
ability Assistance  and  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  is  mailed  to 
your  home  twice  a  month  —  generally  on  or  about  the  1st  and  15th. 

Your  medical  bills  will  be  paid  for  you  directly  by  your  Public  Welfare  Office 
to  the  physician,  dentist,  hospital,  agency  and  others  who  will  be  providing 
the  approved  services.  Some  of  the  items  of  medical  care  provided  under  the 
Medical  Assistance  program  are:  physician's  services,  whether  furnished  in 
the  office,  in  patient's  home,  a  hospital,  nursing  home  or  elsewhere ;  in-patient 
and  out-patient  hospital  services;  nursing  home  services;  laboratory  and  x-ray 
services;  dental  services;  prescribed  drugs;  prosthetic  services;  orthopedic 
appliances;  sick  room  supplies;  eyeglasses;  hearing  aids;  diagnostic,  screening, 
preventative  and  rehabilitation  services ;  and  any  other  medical  care  recognized 
under  State  law. 

Whether  you  can  receive  public  welfare  depends  upon  your  income  and 
resources.  You  may  have  income  from  wages,  salaries,  social  security  bene- 
fits, private  and  public  pensions,  railroad  retirement,  rents,  contributions 
from  children  and/or  relatives,  social  agencies  or  other  sources.  Your  resources 
may  consist  of  bank  savings,  stocks,  bonds,  etc.  However,  all  income  and  re- 
sources which  are  available  or  can  be  made  available  must  be  considered  in 
determining  your  eligibility.  The  amount  of  income  and  resources  which  you 
may  keep  is  dependent  upon  the  requirements  established  for  each  public  wel- 
fare program.  A  summary  of  the  Old  Age  Assistance,  Disability  Assistance  and 
Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  program  requirements  can  be 
found  in  the  back  of  this  handbook.  A  separate  pamphlet  on  the  Medical 
Assistance  program  including  requirements  is  available  from  your  Public 


Welfare  Office. 
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OTHER  PUBLIC  WELFARE  SERVICES 

In  addition  to  money  payments  for  basic  living  expenses  and  comprehensive 
medical  care  provided  to  eligible  families  and  individuals,  public  welfare 
provides  Social  Services,  Commodities  Distribution  and  Food  Stamp  programs, 
Work  Experience  and  Training  programs. 

Social  Social  services  are  those  activities  of  a  social  worker 

Services:  aimed  at  assisting  persons  to  better  handle  their  own 

problems.  This  help  will  be  given  by  the  social  worker 

in  your  Public  Welfare  Office. 

Some  of  the  practical  problems  with  which  families 
or  individuals  may  receive  help  are:  sources  of  job 
finding,  sources  of  vocational  training  or  re-training, 
sources  of  child  care,  family  conflicts,  obtaining  and 
using  adequate  medical  and  other. services,  improving 
homemaking  skills  and  financial  management,  sources 
for  securing  needed  items  of  household  furnishings 
and  clothing,  suitable  housing,  obtaining  financial 
benefits,  planning  to  meet  educational  and  recrea- 
tional needs,  locating  or  receiving  support  from  absent 
spouse  or  relatives. 

Persons  applying  for  or  receiving  assistance  should 
feel  free  to  discuss  with  their  social  worker  any  prob- 
lems about  which  they  are  concerned. 

There  are  two  food  programs  operating  in  the  State. 
One  is  called  Commodities  Distribution  Program 
(Surplus  Food)  and  the  other  the  Food  Stamp  Plar 

Under  the  Commodities  Distribution  program,  sur- 
plus foods  are  issued  directly  to  eligible  persons  from 
distribution  points  established  and  operated  by  the 
participating  communities. 

Under  the  Food  Stamp  Program,  eligible  persons  are 
able  to  buy  a  fixed  amount  of  food  coupons  and 
to  receive  a  fixed  amount  of  bonus  coupons  at  no 
extra  cost.  The  coupons  are  used  to  purchase  food 
from  participating  grocery  stores. 

Ask  your  social  worker  whether  these  programs  are 
available  in  your  community  and  how  you  may  par- 
ticipate in  them. 

Work  In  some  communities  there  is  a  Work  Experience 

Experience  and    Training   program    available    through  your 

and  Training  Public  Welfare  Office.  This  program  enables  unem- 
Program:  ployed  fathers  and  other  needy  persons  to  conserve 

work  habits,  develop  new  skills  through  work  experi- 
ence and  training,  and  to  secure  and  retain  employ- 
ment. Your  social  worker  will  be  glad  to  discuss  the 
program  .with  you.

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APPLYING  FOR  ASSISTANCE 


You  apply  for  public  assistance  to  the  Public  Welfare  Office  in  the  city  or 
town  where  you  live.  You  may  appear  in  person,  but  if  you  cannot  do  so, 
you  may  telephone,  write,  or  have  someone  act  for  you.  After  you  have  made 
your  application,  a  social  worker  will  arrange  for  a  personal  interview, 
preferably  in  your  home.  At  this  time  she  will  explain  the  welfare  programs 
and  their  requirements  as  they  apply  to  your  situation.  If  you  feel  this  inter- 
view will  be  difficult  for  you,  you  may  have  a  friend  or  relative  who  is 
familiar  with  your  situation  to  help  you.  This  is  also  a  good  idea  if  you  have 
trouble  with  the  English  language.  Any  information  which  is  given  is 
confidential. 

You  will  receive  a  letter  promptly  within  thirty  (30)  days  advising  you  as 
to  whether  or  not  your  application  for  assistance  has  been  approved.  If  your 
application  is  approved  the  assistance  is  given  from  the  date  of  application. 
In  some  instances  emergency  situations  may  be  met  while  an  application  is 
being  processed. 

If  you  are  only  applying  for  Medical  Assistance  (Medicaid)  a  simplified  self 
declaration  application  form  is  used.  This  form  is  obtained  from  your  Public 
Welfare  Office  by  mail  or  in  person. 


YOUR  RIGHTS  AND  RESPONSIBILITIES 

Any  person  applying  for  or  receiving  public  welfare  has  all  the  rights,  priv- 
ileges, duties  and  obligations  of  any  individual  in  the  community.  If  you  have 
need  of  public  welfare,  you  should  feel  as  free  to  apply  for  it  as  you  would  in 
sending  your  child  to  a  public  school. 

You  have  the  right  to  expect  that  your  application  for  public  welfare  will  be 
processed  promptly,  that  you  will  be  able  to  discuss  your  needs  with  a  social 
worker  in  privacy,  that  you  will  be  treated  with  consideration  and  respect, 
and  that  the  information  concerning  your  affairs  and  problems,  as  well  as 
those  of  your  family,  will  be  safeguarded  and  kept  confidential. 

Although  public  welfare  is  a  right,  it  carries  responsibilities  for  the  applicant 
and  those  receiving  assistance.  Every  person  applying  must  give  complete 
and  true  information  about  himself,  his  family  and  his  finances.  If  you 
receive  assistance  you  must  notify  your  social  worker  promptly  of  any  change 
in  your  income,  assets,  resources,  address  and  general  circumstances. 

You  can  spend  the  money  you  receive  from  public  welfare  as  you  wish,  and 
make  choices  of  what  and  where  to  buy.  It  is  expected,  however,  that  you 
will  spend  your  money  to  meet  your  normal  everyday  needs. 

Public  welfare  programs  should  be  known  to  the  general  public.  Hence, 
Public  Welfare  Offices  distributes  leaflets  about  its  programs  and  makes 
available  for  examination  rules,  regulations  and  laws  pertaining  to  the  pro- 
grams and  provides  appropriate  personnel  for  interpretation. 
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APPEALS  AND  FAIR  HEARINGS 

If  you  are  dissatisfied  with  decisions  made  by  your  Public  Welfare  Office, 
you  may  file  without  any  cost  to  you  an  appeal  with  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Welfare  for  a  fair  hearing.  You  may  appeal  for  one  of  the  follow- 
ing reasons:  refusal  to  take  an  application,  denial  of  an  application  or  failure 
to  act  upon  an  application  within  thirty  (30)  days,  discontinuance  of  as- 
sistance, and  reduction  of  an  assistance  payment  or  failure  to  act  upon  a  request 
for  an  increase  of  assistance. 

It  is  always  well  for  you  to  discuss  with  your  social  worker  problems  of  dis- 
satisfaction in  order  to  get  a  clear  understanding  of  the  decision  before 
filing  an  appeal.  Your  social  worker  will  provide  you  with  the  appeal  form 
and  help  you  in  any  way  necessary.  If  you  are  appealing  the  action  of  the 
Public  Welfare  Office,  you  must  do  this  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  you 
have  received  written  notification  of  such  action. 

You  will  be  notified  of  the  date  and  place  of  your  fair  hearing.  If  you  are 
unable  to  get  to  the  hearing  place,  because  of  illness  or  other  good  reason,  it 
may  be  held  in  your  home.  You  can  if  you  wish  have  an  attorney  but  it  is  not 
necessary.  If  you  do  employ  an  attorney  you  are  responsible  for  any  fees  that 
he  may  charge  you  for  his  services.  The  fair  hearing  is  an  informal  meeting  at 
which  everyone  is  allowed  to  tell  his  own  story  in  his  own  way.  You  have 
a  right  to  bring  people  to  talk  for  you.  You  also  have  a  right  to  look  at  papers 
and  reports  introduced  at  the  hearing  and  to  speak  freely  with  the  people 
present  at  the  hearing. 

After  your  hearing  you  will  receive  a  decision  in  writing  within  sixty  (60) 
days  from  the  date  of  your  appeal  claim  from  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare.  If  you  still  feel  dissatisfied  with  this  decision,  you  have  a  legal  right 
to  have  the  decision  reviewed  by  the  Superior  Court  in  the  County  where 
you  live,  but  you  will  have  to  pay  any  court  charges.  It  is  important  that  you 
request  this  review  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  you  have  received  the 
State's  decision. 


CIVIL  RIGHTS 

The  Federal  Civil  Rights  Act  states:  "No  person  in  the  United  States  shall,  on 
the  ground  of  race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be  excluded  from  participation 
in,  be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be  subjected  to  discrimination  under  any  pro- 
gram or  activity  receiving  Federal  financial  assistance."  Your  social  worker 
will  provide  you  with  a  leaflet  on  the  Federal  Civil  Rights  Act.

Net  earnings  represent  the  amount  of  wages  available  after  deducting  all 
reasonable  employment  expenses  such  as  taxes,  union  dues,  transportation, 
child  care,  etc.  In  addition  the  employed  person  is  allowed  to  retain  an  amount 
as  available  up  to  $15  a  week  for  additional  food,  clothing  and  personal 
care.  Any  balance  remaining  after  these  deductions  from  gross  earnings  must 
be  considered  income  to  be  applied  to  the  public  assistance  grant. 


Fathers  who  are  unemployed  or  are  employed  less  than  the  normal  weekly 
hours  for  their  regular  occupation  and  are  receiving  insufficient  earnings  or 
benefits  below  the  Standards  of  Assistance  are  eligible  for  a  money  payment. 


Fathers  unemployed  because  they  left  or  were  discharged  from  their  job  for  no 
reasonable  cause  are  not  eligible  for  the  program.  Children  of  such  unemployed 
fathers  are  not  eligible  for  the  program  if  the  father  refuses  without  good 
reason  to  accept  suitable  employment  or  training  which  is  offered  through  the 
State  Employment  Service,  the  Welfare  Department's  Work  Training  Program 
or  a  real  offer  by  an  employer. 


Children's  Child  under  14  years  of  age  —  income  from  earnings  is

The  amount  paid  by  a  child  for  board  and  room  while  living  in  the 
home  of  his  parent (s)  shall  be  considered  income  to  such  parent (s) 
only  to  the  extent  that  the  payment  exceeds  $10  a  week.  When  the 
board  and  room  paid  exceeds  $10  a  week  and  a  contribution  is  required, 
the  excess  over  $10  a  week  is  to  be  applied  towards  the  child's  contri- 
bution to  his  parent (s) .

If  you  are  receiving  Old  Age  Assistance  or  Disability  Assistance  the  table 
below  gives  the  grants  allowed  for  persons  maintaining  their  own  apartment 
or  home.  The  items  provided  for  in  the  grant  are  food,  clothing,  personal 
care,  household  supplies,  rent  or  carrying  charges,  fuel,  utilities,  leisure  time 
activities  and  transportation  allowance.

AID  TO  FAMILIES  WITH  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 

If  you  are  receiving  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  the  following 
tables  will  enable  you  to  determine  your  grant  whether  you  live  in  private 
or  public  housing. 

Private  Housing 

If  you  rent  an  apartment  or  are  buying  or  own  a  home  and  pay  for  all  utili- 
ties, the  table  below  will  give  you  your  grant.  For  example,  a  mother  with  two 
children  under  six  years  of  age  (3  in  family)  would  receive  a  grant  of  $199.20 
a  month.

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Public  Housing 

Because  there  is  a  great  variation  in  the  rental  charge  in  public  housing  it  is 
necessary  to  determine  the  grant  in  two  steps.  Table  III  shows  the  living 
allowance  for  the  number  of  persons  in  the  family.  Table  IV  shows  the  rental 
allowance  based  on  the  rental  charge.  For  example,  a  mother  with  two  chil- 
dren under  six  years  of  age  would  find  in  Table  III  under  the  column  three 
persons,  the  figure  $99.20.  To  determine  the  balance  of  the  grant,  in  Table  IV, 
see  the  column  which  shows  the  amount  you  are  paying  for  rent.  If  you  are 
paying  $48  a  month  see  column  45-49.  The  allowance  for  this  rental  is  $70.10. 
You  now  add  $99.20  and  $70.10  for  a  total  of  $169.30  which  is  your  grant.
